A dm iral Porter Comes B ack at Ben.

W a s h i n g t o n , May Gth.—As stated in 
these dispatches last night, the belief is 
very strong that the present week will be 
prolific with appointments of all kinds. 
Politicians who have seen the President 
lately, and especially those who conversed 
with him to-day, believe that a number of 
the more important, but heretofore ne­ 
glected places, 
will 
speedily be filled. 
Among them is the First Comptroller of 
the Treasury, the Solicitor of that depart­ 
ment, Second Coimtroller, Second and 
Third Assistant Sect .aries of State. Chief 
of the Bureau oi Eng.aving and Printing, 
and the Public Printership. The first two 
places are generally accredited to A. C. 
Matthews of Illinois and J. S. Kay of Ohio, 
respectively. 
As to the other places opinions differ. 
Meredith is here hustling for the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, and believes he 
will get it, while Palmer, who was at the 
White House to-day. seems confident of his 
success as to being Public Printer. Owing 
to the fact that the Illinois delegation is 
very much disgruntled over not being rec­ 
ognized by having the men whom they 
wanted appointed, the belief is that the 
President will give tfiem both of these 
places as a panacea for their trouble, and it 
would be. 
On the subject of the Public Printer the 
Star to-night says: ‘‘The Public Printer 
puzzle, too, has reached that point where 
it can hardly be regarded as difficult of so­ 
lution. Washington has been very much 
excited over that matter, and the merits 
and demerits of the various and numerous 
candidates have been pretty thoroughly 
discussed. Who would be appointed was 
as much of a mystery as the identity of 
that pugilistic gentleman who was alleged 
to have struck one William Patterson. 
"Suddenly the 
name 
of Frank W. 
Palmer arose to the surface, and hun­ 
dreds of office-seekers who had allied 
themselves tojthe candidates already in the 
field hastened to find out who knew Palmer 
and where he was from. He comes from 
Chicago, and was not an applicant for the 
position, but he has evidently been asked 
if he would like to succeed Benedict. He 
was at the White House this morning, ac­ 
companied by editor Frank Hatton, and 
together they went into the library to talk 
the subject over with the President. Now 
everybody is waiting to hear the announce­ 
ment of the signing of Palmer’s commis­ 
sion.” 
An evening paper says that visitors were 
scarce at the White House to-day. The 
Postmaster-General hadas his guest Claus 
Spreckels, whom he wanted to present to 
the President. When the two gentlemen 
reached the White House the President was 
holding a public reception in the East 
Itoom, and both hurried together to catch 
him before he went to luncheon. The 
sugar king is not much taller than the Pre­ 
sident, and is about the same built, al­ 
though his face is more ruddy and his chin 
whiskers white. 
Mr. Spreckels was not 
after an office, hut desired that the Admin­ 
istration send the right kind of a man to 
Hawaii. 


A D M IR A L P O R T E R . 


H e T n rn s U ls B a tte r ie s L oose U pon B e n 
R u tler. 


W a s h in g to n , May 6th —Admiral Porter, 
on being shown General Butler’s statement 
that he, Porter, was the officer who ran 
away at the capture of New Orleans, looked 
upon it as a hiige joke, but said: “ And so 
General Butler has been saying things 
about me. Well, what if he has? I shall 
not take any notice of it. He knows what 
I think of nim. I have said time and time 
and time 8gain that he is a coward and 
worse. I never minced matters about it, 
ana I suppose that now he wants to get 
even with me in his old age. Well, he can 
go ahead and say what he pleases. If he 
should charge me with being a murderer 
and say that he say me in the act, nobody 
would believe him." 
‘‘But he says you ran away.” 
“ Oh, he does, does he? Well, let him 
say so; he can say all sorts of things and I 
won’t care. Give him enough rope and he 
will hang himself. I have'in my posses­ 
sion a letter written to me by Gideon 
Welles, after the capture of the fort, thank­ 
ing me for my efforts and saying that but 
for my exertions Admiral Farragut could 
not have captured New Orleans. I don’t 
want any stronger praise than Secretary 
Welles gave me in that letter. I ran away, 
did I ? Those who were there will not say 
so. If I remember aright,” said the Ad­ 
miral laugbiDgly, “ I was in the front of 
the fight. People who run awav don’t get 
to be the head of the navy. There were 
three officers who were censured by Farra­ 
gut, two of them unjustly. Theotherone 
has never, to my knowledge, satisfactorily 
explained his conduct. I suppose Butler 
meant him, but you say he referred to me. 
W ell! Well ! well it don’t trouble me one 
bit. People who will believe what Butler 
says must set history aside, and I haven’t 
the slightest regard for their opinions.” 


PORTER PUBLISHES AN IN TER V IEW . 
W a s h in g to n , May 6th.—General Butler s 
attack upon Admiral Porter has thor­ 
oughly aroused that old sea-dog, and to­ 
night he appears in a column interview in 
an evening paper. 
First appears letters 
from Gideon Welles, Secretary of the Navy 
at that time, and Admiral Farragut, com­ 
menting upon Porter’s work at the capture 
of New Orleans, and stating that if it had 
not been for Porter the capture could not 
have been effected. Next is a letter from 
Colonel Edward Higgins, a Confederate, 
who commanded Fort Jackson. It bears 
testimony to the terrible work done by 
Porter’s mortar fleet on that fort and Fort 
Pillow. In conclusion Porter says; “ How 
was all the damage done if we ran away. 
It is all nonsense to say we forsook our 
duty even for an hour. The fort surren­ 
dered to me, and Butler knew it. His po­ 
sition is untenable, and he never would 
have attacked me had he been sober. I’ll 
give him enough of reply, however. I ll 
fire it at him for the next three weeks, and 
then he will let me alone for five years. I 
shall not hear any more from him during 
my lifetime, for I don’t expect to live an­ 
other five years. I suppose he was celebrat­ 
ing his capture of New Orleans. He claims 
it, I understand, although the city was in 
possession of the marine corps for fully 
three days before Butler and his troops got 
there. I know that because I towed them.” 


N ot T ot M ade P u b lic. 
W a s h in g to n , May 6th.—It is thought 
the verdict of the court-martial in the case 
ol Captain Armes, retired, who was tried 
for insulting Governor Beaver, will be 
made public this week. It is now in the 
President’s bands. 
Under the new reg­ 
ulations the proceedings of a conrt-mariial 
ordered by the President take this course, 
instead of first receiving the indorsement 
of the commanding Major-General of the 
army. If the old procedure had been fol­ 
lowed in this case, it would have involved 
a delay of several weeks, during General 
Schofield’s absence in the West. 
O b ligin g F ran ce. 
W a sh in g to n , Mav 
6th.—The Depart­ 
ment of State has been informed bv the 
Minister at Paris that the French Govern­ 
ment, in reply to a request made by him, 
under instructions from the Department, 
had cheerfully granted permission for 
thirty marines, sent out for that purpose 
to guard the American section of the Ex­ 
hibition, and that they have been properly 
cared for and quartered in the military 
school opposite the Exhibition grounds. 


R eco rd s o l th e R e b e llio n . 
W ashington, May 6th.—Major George B. 
Jarvis, who recently acted as Jndge Advo­ 
cate of the Lydecker and Armes Courts- 
martial, has been selected by Secretary 
Proctor as the army officer at the head of 
the Commission to continue the publica­ 
tion of the records of the rebellion. There 
ere two others to act with him, civilian ex­ 
perts, who have not yet been selected. The 


work is expected to be finished in five 
years.

BEYOND THE ATLANTIC. 


GRAND OPENING OF THE PARIS 
EXPOSITION. 


A ddress of P resident 
Carnot—D e­ 
scription o f the Interior—F ive 
L ives Lost Off Nova Scotia.

P A R IS EX PO SIT IO N .

P a r i s , May 6th.—At 2 o'clock this after­ 
noon, surrounded by his Ministers and 
many distinguished guests, President Car­ 
not stood under the great dome of the Ex­ 
position building, formally to declare it 
open. The preliminaries had been au­ 
spicious. The ceremonial at Versailles yes­ 
terday, while not of first importance! was 
dignified and discreet. The military dis 
play, which wa9 inferior to many I "have 
seen in Paris, was w isely curtailed to give 
visitors an opportunity lo see the charms 
of the most beautiful spot in Europe, 
whose natural 1 veliness is 
not over­ 
matched by its historical association, in 
which romance and tragedy are so strange­ 
ly commingled. 
The speeches by the 
President and others were characterized 
alike by tact aud ias!e, and the solitary 
marring incident was the blank cartridge 
discharged by a maudlin sensationalist, 
who to-day was asci-rtained to be a harm­ 
less imbecile, deserving only pity, and it 
has already been forgotten. 
Everywhere the demonstrations were un­ 
qualified. If any discontent prevailed it 
remained away from Versailles, and has, 
up to this time at least, uttered no sound 
and given no sign. 
A talismanic spell of 
thrift soothes whatever of political rancor 
may seek under other circumstances. The 
trivial episode of 
General Boulanger’s 
election to a municipal council yesterday 
roused but little interest. 
As "he stands 
under the dome of the Exposition build­ 
ing President Carnot is seen to advantage. 
He is small in physique, straight, wiry and 
resolute. While the amiability of his charac­ 
ter is expressed in the relaxation of his 
thin lips, they may be depended on for 
rigor when required. 
He impresses the 
observer as being a keen man, more re­ 
ticent than voluble, decisive than eager, a 
clear and tenacious man. 
His political experience is extensive both 
in legislation and administration, while 
there is no more renowned statesman than 
he iu France. It is manifest that he has 
combined in an exceptional degree those 
traits and attainments that adapt him to 
the epoch through which France is now 
passing—a constructive and defensive pe­ 
riod, in which it is essential to maintain 
order without infringing upon liberty, and 
to encourage and strengthen the moral 
sense of the people in support of self-gov­ 
ernment, while education, manufactures, 
commerce and taxation are brought into 
national equilibrium. 
Premier Tirard, who stands at the Presi­ 
dent’s side, overshadows him in the ex­ 
ternals of manhood. 
He is a vigorous, 
even a powerful man, of strong features, 
and has a finely developed head. He re­ 
calls to one’s mind Mr. Blaine. He is older 
than President Carnot, who is fifty-two, 
and does not look more than forty-five. 
Near the President and Premier is the 
radical of the Cabinet and the political 
economist, Yoes Guyot, the Minister of 
Public Works, whose functions include 
many of the most important of the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury. 
Other members of the Cabinet surround 
the President, reinforced by able men of 
affairs who have successfully conducted the 
Exposition through four and a half years— 
Lcckrav, 
Rourier, 
Le Grand, Berger, 
Dantresne and Christosehile, the ablest ol 
bureau heads. 
The President’s cortege arrived at the 
Exposition grounds escorted by a brilliant 
corps of cuirassers, whose breast-plates and 
helmets flashed back the pleasant May-day 
sun. 
When the crystal tones of the great clock 
struck 2 the trumpets poured lorth their 
strains, and the entire assembly under the 
dome arose to its feet. It was a spectacle 
worth remembering. 
The French na­ 
tion has supplied during centuries of its 
monarchy and empire 
many gorgeous 
spectacles for artists to preserve, for poets 
to chant and philosophers to discuss, but at 
no time since the days of the great Louis 
were liberty and moral power of beauty 
and democracy so picturesque and harmon­ 
ized as at this moment. The concerve, a 
great circle formed under the dome, was 
suggestive of St. Paul’s decorations, reach­ 
ing to the apex, noble in its symbolism 
and allusion to art and literature of ail 
countries, noted by ingenious and graceful 
devices, the names of the world’s greatest 
meu emblazoned in gold letters, various 
emblems of civilization arranged pictorial­ 
ly upon segments of arches, and the colos­ 
sal freize extending entirely around the 
base, composed of a magnificent proces­ 
sion of national types of all races, bear­ 
ing appropriate offerings. 
Beneath this 
luminous and rich root are hundreds of 
arm-chairs, single chairs and benches, all 
in gold upholstery, with arms in crimson 
brocade or velvet, and dias arranged with 
heavy red draperies for the President and 
his train. 
Extending in lines parallelogram with 
the endless vista through the palace of fine 
arts are places, all in red velvet, for the 
Senators and Deputies, Judges, heads of 
Departments, Chiefs of Bureaus, Mayors, 
members of great councils, French Acad­ 
emy. Institute of France, clergy and civil 
functionaries. 
The suprise of the day was the presence 
oi all the diplomatic representatives now 
in Paris. W'hile their Governments de­ 
clined to permit them, officially, to assist 
in the opening of the Exposition, their per­ 
sonal goodwill, and possibly private curios­ 
ity, have overcome the prohibition and 
they were all, unofficially, present. The 
letters of their instructions have been kept, 
while the spirit is broken. 
It is a signt that can be seen nowhere 
except in Paris. All except the Japanese— 
who have adopted the European garb, 
pins an unlimited amount of gold lace all 
knots and tassels—are in the dress of their 
respective courts. Only one foreign repre­ 
sentative is in austere black unrelieved by 
any decoration. This is Robert McLane, 
the retiring Minister of the United States, 
who is greeted with cordial warmth on 
every side as they pass near his place. On 
benches provided for Embassadors are 
Orientals with teeth flashing from under 
their curled brown mustaches, Hindoos 
in white cloaks and capuchins, Africans 
with a feathered circle in their headgear, the 
Chinese Minister with a long suit of yellow 
attendants looking like elegant grotesque 
figures, among whom there is not a voung 
man, and full-blooded Moors, the contrast 
between whose swarthy skins and the 
silky white draperies of nun's veiling was oc­ 
casionally relieved by the raising of delicate, 
jeweled bands to direct the opera-glass upon 
the gallery overhead. Everywhere is seen 
the broad red ribbon of the Legion of 
Honor and thecrossof tbesamedistinction. 
Generals, scarred and feeble, are assisted to 
their places by young officers. 
Hoary 
veterans occupy the front row of chairs 
near the dais, some of them on crutches, 
the survivors of many wars. 
After the “Marseillaise” had been played 
by a picked orchestra and sung by a chorus 
of men’s voices. Premier Tirard arose and 
delivered the opening speech. At its close 
the audience cheerea «aithusiasticaily, and 
Tirard was warmly congratulated. Presi­ 
dent Carnot then rose to read his speech. 
His voice is shrill but audible. His speech 
is well thought of, and his peroration was 
delivered with considerable earnestness. 
Every word was saie, prudent, plausible 
and generous. He has not seized upon the 
national occasion to glorify any party, to 
llaiter a faction, or to irritate the unthink­ 
ing. He has made allusion lo hostile Gov­ 
ernments, but has spoken magnanimously 
and justly of foreign people. He has not 
glorified France unduly, but humanity still 
more. 
At the conclusion of his speech and the 
conclusion of the 
musical programme 
President Carnot descended from the dtfls 
and walked down the main aisle of the 
gallery of fine arts toward the center, where 
he touched several electric buttons. In a 
moment the fountains of the Exposition 
were all pouring forth their streams to the 
universal sunshine, and the great engine 
and machinery of the palace was in mo­ 
tion. Three or four hundred thousand 


people outside and inside cheered, and 
every portion cf the grounds of the Uni­ 
versal Exposition of 1840 were cpen. 
The exhibitors number 20,000. No ve­ 
hicles are allowed in the streets. The 
countries represented by their skill are. in 
addition to France, the United States, 
Great Britain, Austria, Hungary. Italy, 
Switzerland. Russia, Sweden, Denmark, 
Norway, Holland, Belgium, Spain, Portu­ 
gal, Greece, Roumania. 
Servia, Egypt, 
Persia. Mexico, Brazil, the Argentine Re­ 
public, Bolivia, Chile, Nicaragua, Yenzuela, 
Guatemala, Uruguay, Paraguay, San Do­ 
mingo, Salvador, Hayti, China, Japan, 
East India, Siam, Morocco and Australia. 
The unrepresented countries are Germany, 
an absence as inevitable as it is deplorable 
and conspicuous, Turkey and Montenegro. 
The subject matter of the exposition 
comprises everything that enters into the 
material of civilization. While it may be 
classified with extreme comprehensiveness 
under the heads of fine and industrial arts. 
It contains in the great grounds the history 
of the universe. 
An episode combining the pathetic with 
the droll occurred in the conduct of the 
jury of American artists residing in Paris, 
sitting upon the works of art offered by 
Americans. 
The versatile and erratic 
Whistler decided to renationalize liimself 
by the submission of his exposition pic­ 
tures to the American jury. It was a sur­ 
prising act of patriotism, however, which 
did not encounter a reciprocal apprecia­ 
tion, and a number of his pictures were 
rejected. In his wrath he withdrew them 
all. and submitted them with acclamation 
and acceptance toa British jury, where he 
is now classified. 
The venerable sculptor, Story, for some 
reason, also fared ill at the hands of the 
young Yankees. In tbis case a kindly in­ 
tervention has intervened and reversed a 
decision which was alike unwarranted and 
ungracious. 
The Eiffel Tower has been smiled at as 
the great folly of the Exposition, but the 
giant manikin of iron threads possesses 
value apart from its ostentatiousness. Une 
might mistake it at a distance for an elon­ 
gated scaffold of an electric light, but on a 
closer 
approach it 
is 
seen 
to

daring monumental achievement. From

towns and hamlets, which no painter can 
place on canvas and no poet transcribe in 
verse. The summit has a total hight of 
nearly 1,000 feet, or nearly double that of 
the Washington monument, and nearly 
600 feet higher than St. Peters in Rome. It 
will be utilized for scientific purposes, the 
public being permitted to ascend only 
about two-thirds of the way in elevators, 
which can provide transportation for 25,­ 
000 persons daily. 
So far as present indications go the 
American exhibit on the industrial side 
will be the most impressive in gold and 
silver smithing and in glassware, which 
lias made a marked sensation among the 
French and Austrian glassmakers. The 
machinery palace, rightly so named, is de­ 
voted to machinery, and is a magnificent 
edifice in which the world’s Congress might 
sit. Its architectural beauty and the splen­ 
dor of its decorations also render it one of 
the great centers of interest. The chief at­ 
traction in it is Edison's display of motors, 
machines and apparatus. 
An idea of the vastness of the Exposition 
may be gained from the area it covers. 
Although the exhibition buildings are 
closely grouned. the total ground surfaced 
exceeds 3.000,000 square feet. The build­ 
ings blend strength, suitability, lightness 
and grace in their composition. In the 
decoration they surpass in elegance of de­ 
sign and richness of tone those of any 
structure ever put up for a similar use. The 
total number in the fine arts department is 
3,500. This department will not be for­ 
mally opened for several weeks.

O C R F O O D F IS H . 


W o rk L aid O u t fo r th e F is h C o m m issio n 
—N ew H a tc h e rie s . 
W a s h in g to n , May 6th —Toan Associated 
Press reporter to-day. Colonel McDonald, 
Fish Commissioner, set forth the plans pro­ 
posed by him for the summer. At the re­ 
quest of the Ohio Fish Commission the 
I nited States Commission this spring added 
to its regular programme a distribution of 
pike perch, commonly called 
pickerel. 
About 80,000,000 eggs were secured and 
hatched and these are now being planted 
in the waters of Illinois, Ohio and Western 
Pennsylvania. 
A trip of the distributing 
car to Illinois is reported to have been one 
of the most successful ever made. The 
distribution of shad eggs and fry is being 
conducted from several hatcheries in the 
East. 
A car will leave Washington to­ 
morrow on its second trip to the South 
with 14,000,000 eggs, going direct to Mont­ 
gomery, Ala., whence the distribution to 
local streams will be made. 
During the summer cars will be engaged 
in the collecting and planting of indigenous 
fishes in the Mississippi valley, in the 
States of Nebraska, Illinois, Ohio, Indiana, 
and Missouri, and new hatcheries are tobe 
located at Put-in-bay island in Lake Erie, 
which will be the la’rgest fish hatchery in 
the world, having a capacity of 500,000,000 
eggs per year. Also, at Evergreen lake, 
Colorado, and Baird’s Point, California. 
Several steamers attached to the Commis­ 
sion have their summer's work laid out for 
them, and it is of great importance. The 
Albatross will leave San Francisco about 
June 1st, going as far as the Privilow 
islands in Behring sea, where a study will 
be made of the seal fisheries, in accordance 
with a resolution of Congress adopted last 
session, as well as of the general fisheries 
along the Southern Alaska peninsula. On 
the way up the Albatross will leave a party 
of investigators in Alaska, who will exam­ 
ine into the salmon fisheries there under 
the terms of another Congressional resolu­ 
tion.

Au Indian woman, who is sup­ 
posed to have deserted her husband, was 
given 120 lashes, and is now lying in a pre­ 
carious condition, and her recovery is ex­ 
tremely doubtful. 
Chief Arlee wants all offenders to be 
justly punished, but not in this inhuman 
and barbaric manner. 
He wants them 
punished just as white people are pun­ 
ished, no more and no less.

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AN ABSURD D ECISION. 


The City Trustees, in a wise and most 
commendable spirit, passed an ordinance 
providing for the suppression of w hat are 
commonly known as “ dives.” 
The entire 
community, excepting only the keepers of 
these disreputable 
places, favored 
the 
policy. 
These holes are of positive injury 
to the city and prolific sources of crime, 
and consequently of heavy cost to the city. 
Ih e ordinance may have been defective in 
some particulars, but in no way beyond 
remedy. 
B ut the City Attorney, being 
appealed to as to the power of the m unici­ 
pality to act as contemplated by the ordi­ 
nance, renders an opinion th at so long as 
the county licenses these places the city is 
powerless to suppress them , and adds that 
the license issued by the County Super­ 
visors must be regarded as superior. Such 
a position, with all due respect for the 
legal knowledge of the City Attorney, we 
pronounce absurd. 
If the decision is law, 
then the city m ight as well abandon its 
m unicipal organization. 
The very pur­ 
pose of the creation of the city was to 
make its authority supreme w ithin m u­ 
nicipal bounds, where it is not in conflict 
with general laws or in excess of the 
powers granted by the charter. 
T he ques­ 
tion was settled years ago by the Supreme 
Court, Justice Sanderson delivering the 
opinion, in the case of ex-parte Annie 
Sm ith, w herein he affirmed the power of 
the city, w ithin the scope of its granted 
privileges, to legislate upon all local police 
m atters. 
In th a t case the city resolved to 
regulate dance-houses and saloons where 
women were employed, and its right to 
carry out its determ ination was not only 
affirmed, but the Court went on at length 
to show how broad, necessary and wise 
were the grants of the city charter in that 
direction. 
The ordinance stood until the 
new Constitution came :n with its “woman’s 
rights” declaration and nullified it. If the 
Supervisors of the county can negative the 
ordinances of the city by permits, granting 
the privilege to do th at which the m unici­ 
pality denies and adjudges to be vicious 
and detrim ental to the best interests of the 
city, then there is an end to city govern­ 
m ent. 
W e repeat, the position taken by 
the city’s legal adviser is bad, and not the 
law. If it is sound, every person who pays 
a county license of any kind and does 
business w ithin the city can refuse to pay 
the city license tax and defy the municipal 
authorities. 
T his would lead us into all 
sorts of absurdities, and practically trans­ 
fer a large part of the management of the 
affairs of this city to the people of the 
county, who do not pay one cent of the 
taxation necessary for the m aintenance of 
m unicipal government. 
The simple fact 
is that the license fee collected by the 
county on business transacted w ithin the 
city is a grant no more than a Federal 
license, and in the case of the latter the 
Supreme Court of the U nited States has 
decided that it does not confer the right to 
do business contrary to the local regula­ 
tions, and even prohibition by a State. 
T he right thing for the Trustees to do is 
to go on and enforce its ordinances, and 
when the right to do so is questioned they 
will find that the Courts will dismiss the 
doubts and absurdities of the City A ttor­ 
ney with a word, and affirm the power of 
the city to license and to refuse to license. 
I t will be a serious mistake to accept the 
attorney's decision, and acknowledge to the 
Supervisors that the city governm ent is 
suliordinate to their will in these matters. 
W e are confident, however, that the Su­ 
pervisors do not and have not made any such 
claim, and are not desirous of interfering 
in any way with the rights of the Trustees. 


According to the dispatches, a rem ark­ 
able enthusiasm is developing in England 
for things American. 
W e are told that 
in the theaters the appearance of the 
stars and stripes is always, nowadays, the 
signal lor hearty applause that often breaks 
out into cheering. 
In all the places of 
public amusement the flag is displayed, 
and in some introduced into the plays be­ 
cause it pleases the people to see^the ban­ 
ner of St. George and the flag of the Union 
moving side by side. 
T he Ixindon news­ 
papers show a decided tenderness 
for 
America on the Samoan question, and the 
expressions “ o n ’change ” and the high­ 
way are very complim entary to the United 
States. 
It is not surprising; the English­ 
speaking people are draw ing steadily closer 
to each other, and the tim e will come 
when they will be one in a common purpose 
and destiny, however distinct they may 
may rem ain in their national divisions. 


T h e charge of cowardice th at General 
B utler has preferred against Admiral l‘or- 
ter will create a great deal of debate 
among m ilitary and naval men. 
The 
I ieneral alleges that Porter, then a Cap­ 
tain, ran away with his Iwats from the bat­ 
tle before Forts St. P hilip and Jackson 
leaving Butler and his men in an exposed 
condition, as was then sup]>osed, and that 
as his m ortar flotilla steamed by Captain 
P orter cried out for the B utler party, on 
board the headquarters boat Saxon, to 
run, as the rebels were coming. 
We now 
have a flat denial from Adm iral Porter, 
supplemented by the counter charge that 
G eneral B utler was in cups when he said 
w hst he did,and before a week has passed all 
the old officers living who were engaged 
in the battle will be wrestling with the 
question, “ Did Porter run or was Butler 
mistaken ?”

SAM UEL 
B R A N N A N D E A D . 


S k etcli o f th e L ife o f a P ro m in en t C a li­ 
fo rn ia P io n ee r. 
Samuel Brannan, the well-known Cali­ 
fornia pioneer, died at Escondido on Sunday 
evening. H e had been ill with inflam m a­ 
tion of the bowels tor about two weeks. 
Deceased was well known in Sacramento 
and throughout California. 
A t one time 
he was one of the most prom inent men in 
this city, and amassed a fortune here. 
Samuel B rannan was born in the State 
of Maine in 1819, and after an eventful 
career in his youthful days as a journey­ 
man printer and publisher, he came to 
California in 1846. on the ship Brooklyn 
arriving on July 31st. Before the discov­ 
ery of gold in California he engaged in 
merchandising at Sutter's Fort in Sacra­ 
mento, and amassed great wealth by reason 
of his shrewn business capacity, and was 
for years recognized as the richest man in 
California. In the early historv of San 
Francisco he always connected' himself 
prom inently with all charitable and worthy 
objects, and was in the fifties elected Sen­ 
ator from San Francisco, immediately re­ 
signing on account of im portant business 
engagements in New York. 
He was prom ­ 
inently connected with the Vigilance Com­ 
m ittee movement in early days, and did 
much by bis bravery to rid the city of the 
“ H ounds.” In 1861 he was one of the Presi­ 
dential Electors for the Republican party, 
and during the Rebellion a stanch Re­ 
publican, contributing m any thousands of 
dollars from his own pocket for the sani­ 
tary fund, and otherwise sustaining the 
Union cause. 
Among the prom inent pieces of property 
owned by him in San Francisco was the 
present site of the Grand Opera House, on 
Mission street; the location of Murphy, 
G rant & Co.'s Building, corner of Bush and 
Sansome streets ; Armory Building, com er 
of Sacramento and Montgomery streets ; 
the Express Building, on the corner of Cal­ 
ifornia and Montgomery streets, and over 
one hundred feet in the m iddle of the 
Hock now owned by the estate of Peter 
Donahue. H is ownership extended over 
m any full blocks in other portions of the 
city, and he bad over two hundred acres in 
the \\ estern Addition, and other outside 
lands. Mr. Brannan at onetim e owned al­ 
most a quarter of the city of Sacramento, 
and in 1861 purchased the Calistoga Springs 
property, now owned by Leland Stanford, 
from John Nugent, then editor of the Her­ 
ald, and expended fully a half-million of 
dollars in the beautification of the place. 
In 1866 his wife was divorced from him . 
he deeding her the bulk of his property. 
Business stagnation and financial reverses 
soon took away what little remained, and 
he proceeded to the City of Mexico to pro­ 
cure the repayment of money loaned the 
Mex.can Government, during {he M aximil­ 
ian war, Brannan having furnished a suffi­ 
cient am ount of money and arm s to equip 
a company of Americans who served the 
Republic laithfully and were known as 
the “ Brannan Contingent.” The Govern­ 
ment gave him two million acres of land 
in ihe Yaqui and Mavo country, with such 
restrictions upon it that it was impossible 
to obtain any benefit therefrom. 
Subse­ 
quently the Mexican 
Government gave 
him a concession in the State of Sonora, 
on condition that he would survey and 
m ap the same. This was done at an ex­ 
pense of over a hundred thousand dollars, 
the company organizing for that purpose 
having taken alm ost the entire concession 
for their pay. 
In the last two years Mr. Brannan has 
resided in San Diego county, and recently 
purchased and planted a fine piece of land 
near Escondido, where he has laid out an 
orchard of Sm yrna figs. H is former wife 
is living in San Francisco, as well as four 
children. 
Mr. Brannan, although a de­ 
term ined and positive man at times, was 
noted for his generosity and kindness of 
heart when confronted with a case requir­ 
ing sym pathy or assistance.

THE STORM KING. 


FLUVIUS MORE GENEROUS THAN 
CONSIDERATE. 


A R enew al o f th e Storm Y esterday 
-D a m a g e to C rops-Snow 
On th e Hill. 


Up to 2 o’clock yesterday morning the 
sky was clear and the stars shining, and 
there was no indication of the surprise that 
was in store for the people who were 
shortly awakened from their slnmbers by 
the whistling of the wind and the heavy 
downpour of rain. 
The barometer was 
reported rising on the preceding evening, 
and people retired for the night to dream 
of a bright and sunny day on the morrow. 
B ut the Storm King was stirred from his 
lair, and arousing him self proceeded to 
open up his batteries anew on a defenseless 
people. 
H our after hour the rain de­ 
scended and the cold southeast wind blew 
alm ost a gale. 
It was a May storm long to be rem em ­ 
bered, especially by the farmers and or- 
cbardists, whose crops have suffered se­ 
verely. People who nave come into town 
from various parts of the county report the 
grain, crops as having been laid as flat on 
the ground as if passed over by heavy 
rollers. The grain was high and heavv, 
and readily yielded to the combined influ­ 
ences of the wind and rain. 
In the city fruit was beaten from the 
trees by wholesale, and the fear is ex­ 
pressed that untold damage has been done 
among the orchards in the country. Shade 
trees were prostrated in m any parts of the 
city, and at the Marguerite Home, at 
Seventh and Q streets, one large one was 
blown down, falling across and demolish­ 
ing a span of the iron fence. 


TALKS WITH FRUIT MEN. 
In conversation with a R e c o rd -U n io n 
reporter yesterday afternoon, Mayor Greg­ 
ory, who is one of the largest shippers of 
fruits in this section, said he feared that 
great damage had been inflicted upoD both 
growers and shippers of early fruits. 
The 
cherry trees, he said, had" been almost 
stripped of their fiuit, while the early 
peach crop was probably injured for ship­ 
ping purposes. There was danger that the 
moisture would affect the quality of the 
fruit, and it was beyond question that the 
supply would be limited in consequence of 
the fruit being beaten from the trees. 
However, he hoped for the best, and a few 
days of soft, warm weather m ight repair 
the injury that threatens such early fruit 
as remains on the trees. 
Postmaster Stephens, who is a large 
grower and shipper of fruits, was seen as 
he was about to depart for the Bay. He 
said he had just come in from his orchard, 
and did not seem to be at all depressed 
over the outlook. H eadm itted that "a great 
deal of fruit had been knocked off from 
the trees, and there was danger that injury 
would result to that which remained, but 
the damage to his orchard was not very 
great, and he had hopes that the general 
result of the untim ely storm would not be 
as bad as most people feared. Undoubtedly 
the grain crops in some localities, especially 
on low, rich ground, had been almost ru ­ 
ined, bat there is so much land that does not 
produce crops of heavy growth that a great 
deal of grain will be harvested anyhow. 
The present strawberry crop, however, was 
no doubt practically ruined w ithin the 
storm area. 


in t h e m o u n ta in s. 
Railroad men who came down from the 
the sum m it of the Sierra Nevada yester­ 
day report the 6torm as most severe all 
along the line of the railroad. It was rain­ 
ing heavily as far up the hill as Alta, but 
beyond that it was snowing hard. Upwards 
of four feet of new snow has been deposited 
at the Sum m it, and close upon (wo feet as 
far down the other side as Truckee. All 
the snow-plows had been called into use, 
and a large force of men was required to 
handle the fast-falling snow. So far no 
detentions had occurred, and trains were 
running on time. 
The renewal of the storm had given a 
new boom to the m ountain streams, and a 
large volume of water was rushing toward 
the main water-ways in the valley.

T he City Trustees held their weekly ses­ 
sion yesterday morning, all the members 
present. 
The report of the Chief Engineer 
of the W ater W orks showed that during 
the week ending May 5th 31,370,750 gal­ 
lons of water had been pumped, the Holly 
pum p working 141 hours and the Stevens 
pum p 84 hours. 


STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 
Bids for improving the alley between J 
and K, Sixth and Seventh streets, by put­ 
ting down granite or bitum inous rock 
pavem ent, 
granite 
curbings, etc., were 
opened. 
The agent of the Pacific Im prove­ 
m ent Company entered a protest to the 
aw arding of the contract, and the m atter 
w ss I >id over for one week. 
Bids for improving, grading, etc., Twen­ 
ty-sixth street from J to N, were opened. 
One of the bidders stated in his bid that if 
the propertv-owners were allowed to take 
the surplus earth from the streets, as was 
provided for in the specifications, he did 
not want the contract, and would ask to 
w ithdraw his bid. A lively discussion en­ 
sued, and various contractors gave their 
opinions. 
Antone King said that he put in his bid 
in accordance with the specifications, and 
did not care w hether or not the property- 
owners took the earth. 
H e thought it in ­ 
flicted no hardship on the contractors. 
Other contractors held that the property- 
owners would take the top earth, which 
was easy to shovel, and leave the bedrock, 
if there happened to be any, for the con­ 
tractors to work. 
Tfiev thought the speci­ 
fications ought to state definitely w hether 
or not the property-owners would or would 
not have the right to confiscate the eurplus 
earth. 
E. A. Crouch stated that his compaDy 
were agents ior one of the parties owning 
property on the street, and thev proposed 
to take their share of the superfluous earth 
and fill in their lots.

E. K. Alsip, Chairm an of the committee 
appointed to receive C. P. H untington on 
his proposed recent visit to this city, re­ 
ported that Mr. Huntingdon had explained 
to him how impossible it was for him to 
spare the tim e for a long stay here. Mr. 
H untington expressed his love for and 
interest in Sacramento, whose prosperity 
be was pleased to note. 
In discussing the m atter of the proposed 
railroad to Am ador couDtv, Mr. Dray ex­ 
pressed the belief that a prelim inary sur­ 
vey of the route should be made before 
m aking any application to the Southern 
Pacific Company.

Sacramento had an elegant show-case in 
the rooms of the State Board of Trade, do­ 
nated by D. Lubin, and the officers of the 
Board had suggested that a large photo­ 
graph of the State Capitol building and 
park be sent there to be placed on the case. 
H e also called attention to the advisability 
of the Association providing exhibition 
jars for fruits that should be exhibited very 
shortly at both the local exhibition build­ 
ing and the rooms of the State Board of 
Trade. The canneries here would prepare 
any exhibits if the jars were provided. 
Mr. Alsip was authorized to procure the 
necessary jars, at a cost not to exceed $50. 
H e slated that the Sacramento exhibit at 
the State Board’s rooms was sadly in need 
of replenishing, and as fruit would soon 
be coming in the county should have a 
good display there. 
Mr. Dray stated that m any citizens were 
in favor of extending the Are lim it from 
Tenth to Twelfth streets, and from the al­ 
ley between K and L to the alley between 
I and J streets. 
Mr. Avery moved that the President be 
authorized to present the m atter to the 
Board of Trustees, and the motion was 
adopted. 
Dr. Simmons thought the several h u n ­ 
dred telephones in the city should be con­ 
nected with the fire-alarm system, as an 
additional advantage to the fire departm ent 
in locating fires. The system had been 
practiced in Stockton, and successfully. 
He thought the Fire Commissioners should 
be requested to have the connections made. 
On motion of Mr. Lindley, the Secretary 
was instructed to comm unicate with the 
Fire Commissioners on tbe subject and re­ 
quest them to adopt the plan. 
After allowing a few demands, the Asso­ 
ciation adjourned. 


R EST O R ED TO 
DUTY. 


P o lic e C om m ission ers F in d N o C h arges 
A g a in st O fficer F ra zee. 
The Board of Police Commissioners met 
yesterday to inquire into the case of police 
officer Frazee, who was suspended some 
weeks ago by Chief Lee for alleged intoxi­ 
cation w hile on duty. 
Mayor Gregory 
called the Board to order and inquired if 
there were any w ritten charges on file 
against the officer, and Clerk Larkin re­ 
plied that there were not. The Mayor then 
stated the object of the meeting, and Chief 
Lee made a statem ent of tbe circumstances 
under which the order of suspension was 
made. H e had always found Frazee to be a 
faithful, industrious and vigilant officer, 
and had placed him again on duty on the 
1st of tbe m onth, pending action by the 
Board. 
No citizen had presented charges 
against him , but on the contrary scores of 
persons living w ithin the boundaries of 
Frazee’8 beat had called upon him to ask 
that the officer be reinstated. 
Captain Karcher and Police Judge Buck­ 
ley, also Mayor Gregory, spoke of the eood 
character, efficiency and reliability of the 
officer, and of tbe deep interest fell by the 
residents of his district in his case. The 
Mayor said that, as no charge had been 
filed against Frazee, and as he had known 
him long and well, he was disposed to deal 
leniently with him on this occasion. 
If he 
had been a man who was in the habit of 
drinking to excess, it would be different; 
but he knew him as a sober and conscien­ 
tious officer and uniform ly good citizen. A 
repetition, however, of the act complained 
of. would not be condoned by him . 
Frazee made a statem ent to the effect 
that he had not been aware of indulging 
to excess on the day that he is alleged to 
have been under the influence of drink, 
but thought that possibly his system may 
not have been in a condition to withstand 
even a moderate indulgence. Tbe conduct 
attributed to him was wholly beyond his 
memory. H e had always tried to lead an 
upright life, and with this one exception 
had nothing to regret. 
The Board unanim ously exonerated the 
officer from blame, and as there were no 
formal charges to be met, directed him to 
resume his duties as heretofore. 
The result is quite gratifying to the 
m any friends of officer Frazee, who agree, 
with the members of the Police Commis­ 
sion. that he has been a faithful and effi­ 
cient officer.
